This case relates to a proposal from the Kandla Port Trust (KPT) 
for revision of the rate structure of Gandhidham Township land. 

2. The KPT owns huge areas of lands in two major segments - the 

Kandla Port area and the Gandhidham Township. The KPT proposal relating 
to revision of rates for the lands in Kandla is separately in progress. This case 
is confined to the lands in the Gandhidham Township. 

3.1. Lease rates fpr the lands in the Gandhidham Township were last 
fixed in January 83. For some reason, notwithstanding a policy guideline of 
revising the rates at regular intervals, these rates have not been revised so far. 
A Committee, involving the Local Revenue Authority of the State Government, 
was constituted in April 95 to propose revisions. The Committee gave its 
recommendations in March 97. This report was considered by the Board of 
Trustees in may 97 when it was decided to entrust the matter to a Sub¬ 
committee of the Board to re-examine the details. The Sub-Committee gave 
its report in November 97. This report was considered in October 98 by the 
Board. It was decided to place the matter before the Plot Allotment Committee. 
The recommendations of the Plot Allotment Committee to substantially reduce 
the rates proposed by the Rate Revision Committee were considered by the 
Board of Trustees in January 99. After a detailed discussion, the Board 
approved in January 99 and decided on rates somewhat higher than those 
recommended by the Plot Allotment Committee. 

3.2. The existing rates, the rates recommended by the Rate Revision 
Committee, the rates recommended by the Plot Allotment Committee, and the 
rates recommended by the Board of Trustees, are detailed below in a tabular 
format;

4. For the Gandhidham Township, unlike for the Kandla Port area, 
the KPT has a well-formulated land use plan. The area has been divided into 
different sectors; and, each sector is meant for a separate purpose - 
residential, commercial, light industry, etc. This arrangement seems to have 
been well accepted by the people. The Gujarat Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry (GCCI) have also specifically endorsed the land management plan. 

5. The proposal for revision has also been formulated in accordance 
with the guidelines on the subject. The Rate Revision Committee constituted 
by the KPT in April 95 had cross-sectional representation including the Local 
Revenue Authority of the State Government. The Committee formulated its 
proposals with reference to the market conditions as assessed from the details 
provided by the Sub-Registrar. That notwithstanding, the rates recommended 
were found to be extraordinarily high. This was bound to be so because the 
rates were being revised after 12 years; also, in the meanwhile, because of 
developments in the port areas, the Township had also grown influencing in the 
process the land values. Nevertheless, apprehending widespread public 
protest, the Board of Trustees has gone through an elaborate exercise to scale 
down the rates. And, in doing all this, the proposal has been delayed by four 
years. 

6. In accordance with the prescribed procedure, the proposal of the 
KPT was circulated to prominent usei;s and user-representative bodies like the 
Gujarat Chamber of Commerce and Industry (GCCI), the Sindhu Resettlement 
Corporation (SRC), the Food Corporation of India (FCI), and the Indian 
Farmers Fertilisers Cooperative Society (IFFCO). The comments received from 
them were conveyed to the KPT by way of feedback information. And, a joint 
hearing was held at the KPT on 20 September 99. 


7. With reference to the records available, the totality of information 

collected during the proceedings of the case, the comments received from the 
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users, and from the deliberations at the joint hearing, the following points 
emerge for consideration: 

(i) . The basic approach of the KPT towards management of land in 

the Gandhidham Township is sound. 

(ii) . Although the rates, first fixed in 1958, were regularly revised 

subsequently in 1965, 1978, 1980, and 1982-83, for some 
reason, there has been no revision thereafter. This wide gap in 
revisions has predictably necessitated a steep rise in rates. 

(iii) . Although the rates proposed by the Rate Revision Committee are 

in accordance with the Guidelines on the subject, because of the 
sudden steep rise, the Board of Trustees apprehends vehement 
public protest. As a result, a strenuous attempt has been made to 
dilute the proposals. And, in the process of making the strenuous 
attempts to dilute the proposals, a further 4-year delay has been 
caused. 

(iv) . The lands allotted to the SRC are not affected by the present 

proposal. The SRC has a 99-year lease; and, they have different 
rates which are revised separately. 

(v) . Likewise, the IFFCO have a separate area which is governed by 

a different lease arrangement. That being so, they are also not 
affected by the present proposal. 

(vi) . All the users agree that the rates have periodically to be revised. 

But, they are unanimous on the perception that the rates 
proposed are too high. 

(vii) . Another common perception is that the KPT must raise funds by 

better operation and not by exploiting the estate. 

(viii). The GCCI goes one step further to say that the KPT has no 
business to be involved in development and management of a 
township. In their opinion, not only can a port trust not do this 
efficiently but in attempting to do it they will also water a lot of 
time which can otherwise be used to improve their operations. 

Pursuing this line of argument, the GCCI has suggested that the 
land available at the Gandhidham Township must be sold out, on 
the basis of competitive bidding, on a free-hold basis. This way, 
the KPT will get rid of the problem of managing a township; and, 
in the process, also raise more than Rs.2,000 crores of revenue 
earnings. 


This proposal of the GCCI, with which most people seem to 
agree, is confined only to the lands at the Gandhidham Township 
and not in the Kandla Port area. 
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(ix) . Significantly, the Government of Gujarat also has consistently 

been pressing for return of the Gandhidham Township lands so 
that they can development the township without having to wait 
upon the KPT who do not seem to have adequate time or the 
required expertise to do so. 

This request of the Government of Gujarat has repeatedly been 
turned down by the Government of India, possibly, primarily on 
the ground that they want it free of cost. 

While the demand for return of lands free of cost does appear to 
unreasonable, the basic proposition seems to be reasonable. In 
having to Indulge in township development and administration, 
the KPT is unnecessarily getting entangled in Town Planning and 
Environmental hassles. Also, in the process, they are required to 
subject themselves to fiats of the local administration causing 
(avoidable) hardships. Normally, Central Government properties 
are exempted from the purview of local Revenue Laws. In this 
case, this does not appear to be so. This deviation is, perhaps, 
aggravating the situation. 

(x) . The Rate Revision Committee proposed that 2!4% of the value of 

the land (i.e. the consideration rate per sq. mtr. proposed) shall 
be payable as annual ground rent. This has been endorsed by 
the Board of Trustees. This appears to be reasonable. 

(xi) . The Government Guideline requires revision of the basic rate 

once in seven years. But, the KPT has been giving out leases for 
a period of 5 years and 25 years. That being so, the 7-year cycle 
does not seem to be applicable. The proposal is that, as and 
when the leases expire, either they may be renewed or new 
leases may be given at the rates prevalent at that time. This 
appears to be reasonable. 

In respect of transfer of plots, at the time of each transaction of 
transfer of plots, the rates prevalent at that time will be considered 
aP * th© market value for estimating the unearned increase in value 
to charge 50% thereof as transfer charge. It is proposed to apply 
this clause equally to new allotments and plots already allotted. 
This appears to be reasonable. 

8.1. What has been stated above indicates that the Rate Revision 

Committee’s recommendations were actually based upon data furnished by the 
Sub-Registrar The Committee was also assisted in its exercise by the Local 
Revenue Authority. Strictly speaking, therefore, there is no reason why its 
recommendations shall not be accepted. Admittedly, the rates recommended 
represent a steep rise from the existing rates. But, then, as has been explained 
above, any revision after 15-16 years, especially in a developing situation in the 
neighbourhood of an expanding major port, is bound to have such an impact. 
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Nevertheless, bearing in mind the overall public interest, the Board of Trustees 
has gone through an elaborate and strenuous exercise to moderate the 
proposal so as not to cause public unrest even while protecting the revenues- 
interests of the KPT. That being so, the rates recommended by the Board of 
Trustees (as detailed in Col.6 of the tabular statement given in para 3 above), 
deserve to be approved. 

8.2. Likewise, the KPT proposal for revision of annual ground rent and 

calculations of transfer charge also.deserves to be approved. 

9. Notwithstanding what has been stated above, the fact remains 
that the KPT shall not be wasting time on township development and 
management. The suggestion of the GCCI that Gandhidham Township lands 
shall be sold out, on competitive bidding, on a free-hold basis, deserves serious 
consideration. This will not only free the KPT from getting involved in Town 
Planning and Environmental hassles but also result in substantial revenue 
earnings. That the proposal had in the past been turned down by the 
Government of India need not necessarily deter another attempt. The earlier 
attempts failed, possibly, because of the condition about free transfer 1 of the 
lands back to the State Government. The proposal now can be to sell the 
lands on a free-hold basis to the public with reference to a competitive bidding 
process. Hopefully, such a proposition will be acceptable to the Government. 

10. With reference to the totality of information collected in the 
processing of this case, and based on a collective application of mind, the case 
was discussed in detail and the following decisions were taken : 

(i). The rates as proposed by the Board of Trustees in their meeting 
held on 25 January 1999 are approved as follows:-

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(ii) . The proposal of the KPT about revision of annual ground rent at 

the rate of 2!4% of the value of land as recommended by the Rate 
Revision Committee and approved by the Board of Trustees was 
approved. 

(iii) . The proposal to charge 50% of the unearned increase in value, 

as estimated with reference to the market value (i.e., the rates 
prevalent at the time), as a transfer charge at the time each 
transaction of transfer of plots is approved. 

(iv) . The Port should consider selling of lands in the Gandhidham 

township on a free hold basis to the public with reference to a 
competitive bidding process.
